The 
federal law provides that trans­ 
fers made within three years be­ 
fore date of death shall be deem­ 
ed to have been made in con­ 
templation of death and shall be 
taxable in the estate of the one 
who dies. 
It may be advisable to “look a 
gift horse in the mouth” for the 
gift may cost the one who re­ 
ceives the gift in income taxes 
as well as the giver in gift taxes. 
For income tax purposes the 
cost basis of property received by 
gift is the cost to the giver re­ 
gardless of the fact that the giv­ 
er may have paid a gift tax on 
the gift. The other rule is that 
in case of property received by 
inheritance, the cost basis is the 
fair market value at the date of 1 
the decedent’s death.
